OUR FIRST FOREIGN WAR. 


When Tripoli Triad to Wring Tribute 


From Our Ntw Republic. 


The first foreign irar in which the 


United States was engaged began 1n 
1801, -rt-hen Tripoli Issued a declaration 
of ivar against the new world republic. 


The ruler jaf the piratical African 


state had learned that the United States 
liacl paid larger sums to Algiers thiin to 
himself nnd demanded a zrpnter nnnnn] 
tribute. This was refused, and on Junp 
10, 1801, he declared war. 


An American squadron under Com- 


modore Richnrd Dale was dl^nntrbed 
to the Mediterranean and was followed 
by squadrons commanded by Commo- 
dore Morris nnd Commodore Preblc 


The war continued until 1S05 and was 


characterized by several feats of valo'r 
performed by American sailors. The 
ber of Tripoli and the other Earbary 
rulers, who bad long preyed upon the 
commerce of America and Europe, were- 
brought «p with a short turn. 


Prior to the Tripotitan war the Unit- 


ed States and France fought several 
sea engagements, but war was not offi- 
cially declared, and the difficulties were 
settled without recourse to open nud 
avowed hostilities —New York "World.
